Government Lands Could Be

Chicago, Sept. 24—It Is the duty of 
the United States to stock its co§en- 
ment lands in the west with cattle: pit 
the army, especially the cavalry,: to 
work as cowboys ito handle the ant- 
mals; supply the peckcrs with this beef 
at cost, so that the price will be low- 
ered {o the peonle, and a meat famine 
due in six or efaht years averted, is the 


opinion of-A. M. Dubin, of New York, 


a delegate to tha American Meat Pack- 
ers association, who yesterday declared 
that’ only by some drastic action ‘could 
the meat shortage be prevented. 

* Use Government Pasture. 

“My suggestion is perfectly simple,” 
fald Mr. Dubin. “The government 
lands in the west could be made Into 
e€reat pastures where countless cattle 
could be raised to relieve the present 
high cost of meat and avert the famine 
that surely is coming otherwise.

Albany, N.Y., Sept. 24—A‘fter a 
day spent In listening to lengthy argu- 
ments, the high court for ‘the trial of 
the imneachment of Governor Sulzer, 
adjourned last night. without having 
decided whether the {mpeached ex-

Special Convention Recommended 
to Change Nominating Method 


Republican State Committee Seeks End to Which ex-President Roose- 
velt Worked During Last Nomination Meeting—Plan Proposes Re- 
ducing Number of Delegates From the Democratic States of South 
——Nominations Made for Judges of New York State. 


New York, Sept. 24—The republl- 


can slate committee last night recom- 
mended a special national convention 
to change the method of nominating 
candidates for president. The plan 
proposed would reduce the number of 
national delegates allowed the demo- 
oratic states of the south, and attain 
the end sought by the followers of 
Theodore Roosevelt at the Chicago 
convention. The convention was 
called to name candidates for chief 
Justice and associate Judge of the 
state court of appeals, and It per- 
formed this duty by nominating res- 
pectively, W, BE. Werner, of Roches- 
ter, now an assoclate Judge by election, 
and Frank Hiscock, of Syracuse, a &1- 
preme court Justice, who Is serving on 
the court of appeals bench by guher- 
natorial destanation. 
Progressive Party to Front. 

‘Me tnterest of tho debate war 
roused chiefly by questlons of party 
policy toward national issues and to- 
ward [the progressive panty. The 
platform and the speeches all express- 
od boward the progressives an attituds 
of coneillation. The platform made no 
reference to Colonel Roosevelt,  al- 
though {t denounced the doctrine of 
the recall of judges and Judlolu de- 
cisions. ; 

The coming munlolpal eleotlon tn 
Now York reselved frequent referen- 
oes.

races, and a federatidn of physicians 
opposed fo the preseriblng of liquors 
in medioal eases,

QF EDMONTON'S PROSPERITY 

With the steel of the Edmonton, Dunvegan and 
jBritish Columbia railway due to reach the shores 
.of Slive lake before the winter closes in, and with 
ithe steel of the Grand Trunk Pacific due to reach 
‘Fort George before the first of the year, Edmon- 
ton is just now commencing to become — the 
metropolis of the country to the north and west 
which is eventually to constitute the great sup- 
porting empire upon which this city’s prosperity and 
permanency will be built. 

With Edmonton growing by leaps and bounds 
every day itis a thought which does not frequently 
occur to the Edmontonian that up to the hour of go- 
ing to press the real Edmonton country has not yet 
been opened up; that whatever progress has been 
made has been through the development of a part 
of. the province in which Edmonton holds no geo- 
graphical supremacy, but is merely acompetitor. To 
the south and east this city gets what she can in 
competition with Calgary and Winnipeg. To the 
country lying to the north and west she will be 
the natural trade centre, in just the same way that 
Winnipeg and Calvary are the natural trade centres 
Gf the developed country lying all about them. 

If Edmonton has made the progress that she 
has made virtually without touching the country 
from which her greatest trade will flow, some 
appreciation of the possibilities which await this 
city when the country north and west has been 
opened up may be gained from a comparison of 
its scope and extent with that of the country 
which has already built up Winnipeg and Calgary 
and a consideration of the progress that Edmonton 
has been able to make in competition with these 
two cities. As a guarantee of the permanence of 
this city’s prosperity, the greatest territorial im- 
portance may be attached to the country to the 
immediate north, a territory in which Edmonton, 
by her geographical location, is due to be forever 
supreme. The construction of the road to Fort 
McMurray will do more for the prosperity — of 
Edmonton than the construction of any — other 
railway now under way, if not more than all others 
combined,

THE MICHENER IDEA 
OF FINANCE 

According to the way Mr. Michener sees the 
bond market, the only thing necessary to get what 
money the province wants at any certain rate of 
interest is to pass a law seiting out, for instance, 
that 414 per cent. bonds should be sold at par. 

The arrangement would be very nice if it would 
work. . In fact, the government might elaborate 
upon the principle somewhat by requiring that 
the government be lent money at,no interest at 
all, which is what was once the custom of kings 
in the days of long ago and, the conservative 
attitude being one of constantly looking backward 
for inspiration, no doubt would seem like a reason- 
able arrangement to Mr. Michener and his party. 
But times have changed somewhat. In those olden 
days of the middle ages the king had a system 
of underwriting his loans which is not in vogue 


at the present time, at Jeast not to any great 

extent. When he found a man who had the 

money he wanted to borrow, the king merely took 

the money. If the unwilling bondbuyer attempted 

to create a stringency by refusing to divulge the < 
whereabouts of his ducats, the king’s method of. 
inculcating public spirit was to pull a few of the 

capitalist’s teeth. Nowadays they don’t do that; 

and, anyway, the underwriters are in London. 

Upon the whole it looks as though Mr. Michener’s 

proposal to fix the selling price and the rate of 

interest by legisiation has some contravailing con- 

siderations which make it impracticable. However, 

if his proposal is feasible he is wasting time in 

Alberta. There is no doubt that any of the great 

powers would be glad to have the advantage of his 

services, and would furnish him with a few millions 

spending money as an annual compensation for 

his copyright. 


THE RAILWAYS’ PROFITS 
IN PROCRASTINATION. 


The hope which springs eternal in the human 
breast is being sorely tested in the endurance con- 
test set up by the handling of the western freight: 
rates case before the railway commission at Ot- 
tawa. : 

After successive delays lasting in all more than 
two years, and with counsel for Alberta and Sask- 
atchewan, M. K. Cowan, announcing his readiness 
to go on upon every date set by the commission, the 
case is still unsettied, awaiting the convenience of 
one counsel or another in the preparation of his 
material. When last the matter came - before 
Chairman Drayton it was given out that the date 
set for the hearing was to be a final date and that 
all parties to the case must be ready to go on with- 
out delay. Now that the date, the 29th of Septem- 
ber, is imminent, announcement is made that one 
part of the exhibits has not been prepared, and that, 
therefore, there must be a further delay. 

In the meantime the railways are collecting the 
excessive freight rates against which the west pro- 
ests and Edmonton merchants are paying more for 
the shipment of goods from the east to Edmonton 
than the combined cost of shipping them from the 
east to Winnipeg and from Winnipeg to Edmon- 
fon. 

The fact of the matter is that the railways can 
have no defense for their present rates. They are 
asked to show why they should charge more for 
hauling goods in the west than in the east. It has 
been shown that they do charge more in this part 
of the dominion where the density of traffic is 
greater and the maintenance charge per mile of 
road less than they are charging in the older seéc- 
tions. If they cannot justify this condition, the 
rates in the west must be brought to the same level 
as charged in the east. The railways can never go 
io trial on this evidence and hope to win. Theve- 
fore, their interests are best served by delay and 
this has been the object of their counsel all through. 
The aggravating circumstance is that somehow or 
other the railway commission seems unable to over- 
come these attempts at delay and get the case to 
a final hearing.

‘The new tariff 
will offer the minimum rates of the 
United States to all countries and J 
can see ho reason for any country tak- 
ing action to disturb existing condi- 
tions or to withdraw favored nations 
treatment from the United States." 

The slate department was at work 
today upon preparation of a resolution 
buch as the officials desired to have 
passed by both houses of congress 
guaranteeing that maximum penalties 
of ‘the proposed new law would not be 
applied against any country until an 
opportunity had been given for the ne- 
goliation of new treaties,

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LAVIYER ARRESTED 
INMIINERS WAR 


Accused of Intimidating Work- 
men in Recent Strike at 
Nanaimo, 


Vancouver, Sept. 24—The latest de- 
velopment in ‘the Nanaimo situation 
came with sensational suddenness last 
evening with the arrest of Mr. Israel 
Rubinowitz, a prominent Vancouver 
lawyer, magistrate for Point Gray and 
Rhodes scholar, by special constables 
in Nanaimo on a charge of watching, 
following, besetting and intimidating 
workmen, 

Mr. Rubinotvitz was recently retaln- 
ed by the miners' defence committee 
to handle their cases arising out of 
the recent strike riots, and went to Na- 
naimo Monday, to acquaint himself with 
the local conditions. He was walking 
Vhrough the streets of the coal ofty un- 
der the guidance of two men when ar- 
rested by half a dozen speoial oon- 
stables and thrown Into Jatl. A letter 
from the accused to a local newspaper 
reads as follows: 

“Having been retained by the miners’ 
defence committee, I was passing 
through the public streets under the 
guidance of two men in order to ac- 
quaint myself with the locality of the 
riots. To my profound amazement I 
Was arrested by six special constables, 
Publicly insulted, humiliated and suh- 
Jected to grossest Indignities. It ap- 
pears that I am charged with watech- 
ing, following, besetting and intimid- 
aling workmen. —I never saw or spoke 
to any workmen and the charge fs 
false, maliclous and preposterous. The 
magistrate refuses me ball and I am 
now in jafll lke a criminal." 


IN RAILWAY SMASH 


Engine Crews of Both Trains Meet 
Death and Crew Injured In Marl- 
tlme Provinces. 


Moncton, N.B,, Sept. 24.—Two engineors 
and two firemen killed, and two brakemen 
Injured, was the toll yesterday of one of 
the worst wrecks in the history of the 
I,.C.R, The dead: 

Ermest Rushton, engineer, Moncton; Ry- 
ron Colpitts, fireman, Moncton; Frank 
Lyons, enginer, Truro; Geo, Hingley, 
fireman, Saint Ewlacke, 

Tho Injured: R, H, Sharpe, brakeman, 
Moncton; Thos. Banks, brakeman, Truro, 

Two frelght trains travelling about 15 
miles an hour at four o'clock this after- 
noon ran head on rounding a curve In a 
cut six miles cast of Sackville. The on- 
gines were demolished and 24 cars heavily 
laden telescopéd and reduced to a mass of 
kindling wood, 

The 1,C,R, Mne between Moncton and 
Halifax was tled up for hours, necessitat- 
Ing tho transfer of passengers, malls and 
baggage from one side of the wreck to 
the other, 

Train No. 231, known.as the ‘way 
freight,” coming to Moveton, was! running, 
it 1s sald, about two hours late, The other 
train-in the wreck 1s known as No, 234, 
a special. As the trains came together on 
a curve the efforts of the engineer to 
avert a collision were fruitless, Fire 
broke out in the ruins following the ex- 
Piosion of one of the engine bollers, and 
the four victims were burned beyond re- 
cognitton, The bodles of the men, burned 
to a crisp, were recovered, 

Dr, J, V. Calkin, coroner, of Sackville, 
Was soon at the scene and empanelled a 
jury. After viewing the remains the jury 
adjourned until tomorrow, The cause of 
the accident 1s sald to have been due to 
misreading of the train orders by Engineer 
Rushton and Conductor Geo, Armstrong of 
train No, 2381, -

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EAST OPPOSES MAYOR 
SHORT APPOINTMENT 
OF SUPERINTENDENT 


Casting Vote of Mayor Short Refers the Whole 
Question to a Special Committee—Alderman 
Smith Refuses to Vote-—Mayor Orders Citizen 
to Leave Council Chamber for Breach of Rules 


The proposed change in the power house management took up 
the major portion of the time of the city council last night. The coun- 
cil chamber was packed to the doors, and on several occasions the 
mayor insisted that no demonstrations should be indulged in by the 
citizens while the members of the council were debating the subject. 
The mayor’s warning was not obeyed with the result that one citizen 
was asked to leave the room. . 

The debate was one of the longest held on any subject this year. 
Ttie first motion made by Alderman East in support of the recom- 
mendation of Superintendent Parsons to reduce the power rates_and 
that he be retained as the head of the power house met with the ring- 
ing applause of a large majority of the citizens present. Later this 
motion was withdrawn in favor of an amendment to lay on the table. 

Alderman Walsh moved that the whole matter be referred to a 
special committee consisting of Aldermen Smith, Livingstone and 
Calder. t 

Alderman Driscoll moved in amendment that the report be laid 
on the table for a week. 

The vote on the amendment was tied, Aldermen Calder, Living- 
stone and Walsh being opposed to it and Aldermen East, May and 
Driscoll in favor of the amendment. Alderman Smith did not vote. 
The casting vote was with the mayor who voted against the amend- 
ment.

Alderman Driscoll vented his wrath 
by stating that he could not possibly 
see how the council could refer sucn 
important questions ta minority com- 
mittees to bring in ‘canned reports.”

CITY MAY PROFIBIT 
RINGING OF BELLS 


Railroads May Be Asked to 
Abate This Nuisance-—Will 
Be Taken up at Special 
Meeting. 


The question or unnecessary bell 
ringing on the part of train crews 
while within the ‘city limits has been 
reported on-by the city solicitor, He 
advises tho couneil that it is quite 
within the province of that body to 
bring down a bylaw. governing this 
muisance, which avas brought to the 
attention of the council last week by 
Dr. Whitelaw, when it was referred 
to the solicitor, 

The aldermen were divided on the 
question, some expressing the view 
that it. would be very dangerous to the 
citizens if the railroads were notifled 
to discontinue the whistling and del!- 


ringing. Bince the matter appeared 
to be a big question, and one which 
would fake up considerable time in 
discussing, it was laid’ dver until the 
special meeting of couticil convenes ‘to 
consider other railroad ‘qdéstions.: The 
opinion of the city ‘solicitor-reads as 
follows: 3 tt 

This matter is provided for by sec- 
tion 274 of the Railway Act, whieh 
states: ‘When any train is approaching 
a highway crossing at: rail level. the 
engine whistle shall be sounded at 
least 80 rods before reaching such 
crossing, and the belli shall be rung 
continuously from the sounding of the 
whistle until the engine, has crossed 
such luighway. Phis section shall not 
apply to trains approaching such 
crossings within the limits of city or 
‘town avhere municipal. by-laws are in 
force prohibiting such sounds of 
Whistles and ringing of. bell.” 

Section 275 further. provides: "That 
no train shall pass in or through any 
thickly peopled portion of any olty, 
town or village at a speed greater than 
{0 miles an hour unless the track fs 
fenced or properly protected. in- the 
manner prescribed in this act, or un- 
less permission is given hy some 
regulation or order of the board.” 

It is, therefore, within the power of 
the city to pass a by-law. prohibiting 
the sounding of the whistle and, the 
ringing of the bell. It is, therefore, 
a question for your hody to decide 
Whether the passing of such a by-law 
would -endanger the ‘safety of the 


The commissioners’ report on this 
subject submitted to council reads a6 
follows: 

“For your information we attach 
hereto copy of a communivation dated 
September {6th from the superintend- 
ent of ‘the power plant, wherein he 
recommends certain reductions in 
charges to the various departments for 
electric power, :

Money Unable to Defeat Justice.

“Finally, let me say why’ the New 
York authorities are so anxious to ob- 
tain Thaw. The simple reason, sir, is 
this: From the very hour that Stanford 
White Jay dead on the roof of the 
garden in the city of New York, his life 
taken either by a murderer or a luna- 
lic—from that time to this minute it 
has been said repeatedly that in the end 
the Thaw money would. defeat the 
friends of Justice. 

“So far it has not entirely accom- 
plished \it, but wherever* this ‘case has 
fone and’ wherever it has rested, It has 
left a trail of Ignominy, disgrace, 41th 
and scandal behind it, that has been 
absolutely appalling, and the slate of 
New York, sir, will not permit its jus- 
tice to be defeated by the corrupt use 
of money if it can prevent It. That Is 
why the state of New York wants 
back a man whom it regards as a hemi- 
cidal lunatic when Influenced by his 
Insane ‘deliberations and a vicious de- 
generate other times—a ‘man criminal 
in sane intervals, and dangerous in his 
insane ones."' 

Sald Jerome Hounded Thaw. 

As Jerome concluded, there was a 
brief conference between opposing 
counsel, and then each of the three re- 
plied ‘briefly. Ex-Governor Stone as- 
serted thal Jerome had hounded Thaw 
ever since the death of White, and 
Judge Chase sail that the statements 
of the depuly attorney-general proved 
their contention that there was an 
ulterior motive behind the proceed- 
ings.

Run Over by Street Car Yesterday 


Gilbert Murray, a Well Known Resident of the South Side, Badly 


Mangled When Car Passed Over His Body—Inquest Held Last Night 
and Adjourned Till Thursday—Deceased Leaves Wife and Grown 


Up Family. 


In plain view of hundreds of persons re- 
turning home from work late yesterday af- 
ternoon, Gilbert Murray, aged 55, a driver 
for the Bitullthlc and Contracting company, 
residing at 350 First ayenuo N,W,, on the 
south side, was knocked from his wagon 
by a street car at Jasper and Howard 
avenue and instantly Killed, 

Murray had just delivered his last load 
of paving material at Twenty-fourth stroet 
and was bound for home, He was driving 
cast on Jasper and reaching Howard ave- 
nue, tt 18 sald, turned North Into the avenue 
and upon reaching the west-bound track of 
tho railway his wagon was struck by car 
No, 19, in charge of Motorman G, Hawkes. 

The unfortunato man fell from his seat 
between the wagon and tho car whon the 
wagon was Jammod against an olectric pole 
that stands in the centre of the strect at 
that point, In spite of tha fact that scores 
of people witnessed tho accident, not ont 
could tell just what blow caused Murray's 
death, Tho ontire back and top of his head 
wero taken off, 

Coroner Braithwalte viewed the remains 
and pronounced death instantaneous, and 
ordered the body removed to Connelly and 
McKinley's morgue, 

Jury Immediately Sworn, 

A jury was immediately sworn, and the 
Inquest started, to bo adjourned at olght 
o'clock at pollce court. At the latter place 
Frank Haas, a passenger on tho car, and 
Charles Lamoureaux testified, The inquest 
was again adjourned till Thursday morning 
at 40 o'clock, and the police were notified 
to find others who may know something 


of the affatr. 


Murray Icaves a wife and several child- 
ren, three of the sons being grown up. 
Ho had boen a resident of Edmonton and

At the inquest last night G, Hawkes, 
motorman, testified, and sald that Murray 
was going west parallel with the car, on 
the wrong sido of the street and crossed 
in the directlon of Howard avenue, The 
car was only going about eight miles an 
hour, and ho sounded the gong and ap- 
plied the emergency Drakes, but not itn 
time, : 

W. £, Jonkins, superintendent of tho 
paving company, sald that the deecased was 
a careful driver, and would not be apt to 
disregard the city bylaws by driving west 
on the wrong side of the streot, 

Family laformed, 

His family was unaware that anything

Itappears to me, however, that 
the first five series of exhibits will con- 
tain the bulk of Une case for the gov- 
ernment jand {t {s not likely that the 
railyway oumpanles will be embarrass- 
ed dn the slightest degree dy not hav- 
ing received coples of the final ex- 
hibit." 

B. 0. Counsel Withdrew, 


“The board [8 also advised that Mr. 
MacDonald, who has acted in this case 
throughout in the interests of Brit- 
ish Columbia, a province very vitally 
interested In the Issue, has wilhdrawn 
from the case, and that It is necessary 
that an adjournment should be made to

“During the whole past year other 
appointments of the board have been 
subordinated entirely to the hearings 
of the case, not only as far tas the time 
acbuaily given to it is concerned, but 
also in reserving for the parties con- 
siderable time in the hope that the 
case could be expedited. 

“We all realize that the matter is 
one of great magnitude, and tinat 
delays are inseparable in the presen- 
lation of sueh a case. Counsel, however 
might Just as well understand that no 
more adjournments will be granted for 
the purpose of further evidenee and 
that the date, when fixed, after the 
parties have had the opportunity whieh 
is now given to express their views 
must and will De final.”

is nearly 100 years since the roar of 
cannon was heard across the interna- 
tional border and it Is mfet that we 
should recognize that eet in such a 
manner and should impress it so strong- 
ly upon our children that conflict upon 
the North American continent will for 
evermore be an impossibility. 

“We have not lived in amity with 
our neighbors for 100 years, — in! 
fact there have been many occasions} 
When avar seemed inevitable. Many of: 
our dsagreements have been most serl- 
ous, bul every one has been settled by 
an application of the sound common 
sense for which the Anglo-Saxon race 
is famous. We have an international 
boundary line of 8,840 miles, the long- 
est in the world and it is an unique 
thing to show to ‘the war camps of 
Hurope that it is possible for two great 
peoples to live under these conditions 
wilhout garrisons for offence or de- 
fence, 

“The 


celebrations we contemplate 


will do many things, all of them good. |: 


They will show lo the world that dis- 
pules can be settled by arbitration, 
they will improve our knowledge of 
history, they will increase the mutual 
friendship between the British Empire 
and the United States and they will Im- 
press upon ithe minds of our children 
that a sacred trust has been placed in 
their ‘hands ‘to make the future even 
more cordial than the past. 

“While the celebration programme is 
a wide one its principal direction will 
be along educational lines, The chld- 
ren must have the most important 
place, ‘The peace of the future will be 
in their keeping and it is the aim of 
the committee to let them fell this. 1 
hope to mect some of the leading edu- 
cationalists in the province and to 
secure their active co-operation. 

“L propose calling on a number of 
publi: men in-Edmonton and I hope td 
be uble to arrange for an informal 
gathering at whch the whole matter 
can be discussed and a general plan 
of catnpaign decided upon, 1 am glad 
lo say thet in all parts of Canada the 
movement is being heartily endorsed, 
and the same applies to the Uniled 
States. In Ontario and the Maritime 
provinces strong committees have been 
formed and the descendents of the 
U, &. Loyalists are joining with. those 
who have made Canada their home at 
a later period to make the coming cele-~ 
brations the most imposing event in 
our history.

CAMERA USED T0 
JUDGE HORSE RAGES 


System’ Proves Success in 
Belgium and France— 
Eliminates Disputes, 


Paris, Sept. 24.—dJudging horse 
racing by photography is now being 
practised successfully in Belgium and 
Franee, One yard from the winning 
post a thin wire is stretched across the 
course ‘at the height of a hor-s's 
shoulder, The first horse touching 
the wire breaks it, thus releasing an 
automatio  interrupler, acting on the 
“shutter of an instantaneous camera 
placed in the Judiges’ box in a plane 
with ‘the winning post. 

This gives an exact image of the 
horses as ‘they pass the post, The re- 
sultant photographs show the precise 
position of each horse at the flnish. 
This new mode is known as the “Sips” 
system, and will shortly De adopted by 
French racing authorities as the 
oficial standard, 

If this system had been applied to 
the last English Derby, the diflcult 
problem as to the placing of the horses 
would easily have been solved. Two 
years ago, when Layeno, running at 
Belgium, was placed second by ithe 
judge, the horse was proved photo- 
graphically fo have run a dea heat, 
and was evertually awarded half the 
‘stakes.
